1. While the rainfall of the year proved more or less excessive 

in the plains of the State, it was positively insufficient 
in the uplands and detrimental to /00m cro'ps. 
Indications of scarcity of food stuff were early in evidence in the 
hill tracts, and to add to the trouble, the "rat pest,” which had recurred 
in the past with unflinching regularity every twenty years, put in 
appearance again, following, as usual, in the wake of the curious 
phenomenon of the flowering of bamboos. Relief measures had soon 
to be staited, and the distress, which was accompanied by outbreaks of 
Cholera and Small-pox, as.sumed serious proportions, affecting, since 
the close of the year, all sections of hill men and necessitating heavy 
expenditure. In spite of damage to rice crops, the agricultural 
population of the plain.s, , however, fared well, owing to the high 
prices that generally prevailed, and so far as collection was concerned, 
the figures for land revenue stood far ahead of the previous year. 
The gross receipts, on the whole, exceeded all previous records and 
enabled the Council of Administration to keep to its programme of 
full payment of all liabilities by the end of the year, and to show, in spite 
of increased expenditure mostly in the improvement departments, 
a substantially increased cash balance. 

2. His Highness the Maharaja’s administrative Training was 

completed during the year and it was decided that 
His Highness would be vested with Ruling 
Powers on completion of his 19th year, on the 
19th August, 1927.

4. Inaugurated otl the 9th t)ecettiber, 1923, the Council has 
barely passed through three years of its existeifce. Its position has 
necessarily been peculiar — often difficult and even delicate. It must 
congratulate itself however on having secured the active sympathy and 
good will of His Highness the Maharaja and the co-operation of 
Their Highnesses the Dowager Maharanees — ‘a fact that enabled it 
to handle smoothly many a situation that would necessarily have been 
trying otherwise. To His Highness it owes an everlasting debt of 
gratitude and to the Maharanees its grateful thanks. 

5. Early steps Were taken by the Council, on assumption of 

. charge, to place the finances of the State oil a sound 

The fioinccs. ^ 

fooiiiig< The budgets Were revised and retrenchment 
effected in various Departments. An up-tO'date inventory of liabilities 
was drawn up and schemes formulated for the gradual payment of debts 
and adjustment of old advances. Early in 1924 a Committee was 
appointed to scrutinize all outstanding claims and the total figure 
accepted as representing the liabilities at the death of the late Ruler 
was settled at Rs. 15,62,390. All outside claims were paid off by 
the end of 1925, partially with the help of a sum of Rs. 2,03,000 which 
Their Highnesses the Maharanees in a commendable spirit deposited 
in the Treasury at a loW rate of interest. The income, which rose from 
year to year, was uiiprecedenied during the year under report, answering 
best expectations and the entire liabilities, inclusive of Their Highnesses’ 
deposit, iioW stand paid up with the solitary e.xception of one item of 
Rs, 13,000, the claimant for which did not turn up ; While the closing 
balance of the year rose to Rs. 10,59,982 against Rs. 2,37,620 iit 
1922-23. Another noticeable feature of the financial administration 
was the vigorous adjustment and substantial reduction of old advances, 
by far the greater portion of which represented expenditure previously 
incurred without budget provision. The figure for unadjusted advances 
stood at Rs, 1,55,106 at the end of the year, against Rs. 8,68,556 
in 1922-23. 

6. With regard to reforms and improvements, the Council had 

nece.s.sarily to adopt a policy more or less cautious.

„ , under all heads was Rs. 6,17,163. With the arrear 

demand of Rs. 10,70,265, the total demand of the 
year was Rs. 16,87,428 against Rs. 16,31,430 of the previous year. 
There was an increase in the current demand in respect of jote lands, 
due as usual to assessment on the expiry of the rent free period and 
resettlement after the previous term. The increase in the current 
demand in respect of taluki lands is due to Survey and Settlement 
operations. 

17. The total collection under all heads during the year 

Collection amounted to Rs. 6,06,227, being Rs. 3,01,700 under 

current and Rs. 3,04,527 under arrears, against 
Rs. 5,77,103 in the previous year. The percentage of current collec- 
tion was 48 88 against 47‘85 and that of the arrears 28'45 again.st 27'S9. 
In the Khas Mehal the percentage of current collection was 4073 
against 40'56 and in taluki mehal the percentage was 73'26 against 
63’98 in the previous year. 

18. Altogether 3,090 certificate ca.ses covering a demand of 

Rs. 2,21,980 were instituted during the year. With 
1,351 cases valued at Rs.. 2,20,308 pending from the 
previous year, the total number of cases awaiting 
final orders on disposal of preliminary notices issued on debtors, was 
4,441, covering a total demand of Rs. 4,42,288. Of these 77 cases 
with a demand of Rs. 24,279 were rejected or struck off and Rs. 23,149 
in 756 cases was realised before decree, while 1,530 cases with a total 
value of Rs. 2,76,590 remained pending,

With 4,491 cases the 
value of Rs. 3,46;346 pending in execution from the previoue. year, 
the total number of cases dealt with was 6,569^ covering a dem^d of 
Rs. 4,65,782. Out of the total demdnd, Rs, 10,300 was remitted or 
written off, and of the remainder, Rs. 1,15,138 was actually realised 
leaving a balance of Rs. 3,40,344. Of the amount realised Rs. 1,00,229 
represents land revenue and Rs. 14,909 miscellaneous demands. 
7 debtors were ordered to be arrested in the year, of whom only one 
was confined in jail for 24 days and thereafter paid the whole of the 
dues by instalments, while partial dues yrere realised in 2 cases. 

20. The number of defaulting iaMs brought under the operation 

of the'Sunset law (including 30 pending from the 
^^SMueTiaV*** previous year) was 87. Of these, 67 were released 

on payment of dhes with penalty, while 3 were sold 
in auction and 17 remained undisposed of at the close of the year. 

21. The results of the survey including resurvey opierations are

an area of 6.886 drones comprising 1,493 ^f'ones of 
taluk and 5,393 drones of JCkas Afehal was surveyed as against a total 
of 2<7^^ drones in the previous year. The sanctioned programme for 
survey for the year was 10,490 drones in Ji^kas Mthal and 4,098 drones 
in taluks. The total expenditure incurred in the survey operations in 
Khas Mehals was Rs. 8,399.

106. The health of cattle was npt bad on the whole. There 
were rinderpest cases in Sonamora and Udaipur ;

Receipts. 


132. The total forest revenue of the year was Rs. 5,54,180 
against Rs. 5,37,30a in the previous year, showing 
an increase of Rs. 16,978. 

133. An appreciable rise of revenue is noticeable in the river 
Mehah and a fall in the elephant khtdda operations. 

134. During the year under report khtdda operations were 
undertaken in the Udkipur Division only, with the 
result that 16 elephants were caught against one in 

the previous year. The proceeds from the sale of the elephants caught

KhMoi op«r&tkmio 
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amounted to Rs. 6,798.. But owing to the State having purchased three 
elephants the accounts could not be adjusted for want of allotment 
during the year under review. 

135. On the recommendations made by a Conference held in 

September, 1026, under the presidency of the 

Feni River Mthal. ^ ^ J . rJ . ■ / /- 

Commissioner of Chittagong Division, the Oovern- 
ment of Bengal approved of the continuance of the joint Toll Station 
at Amlighat under the management of the State Forest Department, 
till the 31st March, 1927. The question of the future management 
was under correspondence with the Government of Bengal, and the 
Joint Toll Station continued to be under the management of the State 
Forest Department. The total revenue collected at the joint Toll 
Station in the year under review was Rs. 43,845 against Rs. 47,404 
in the previous year. This decrease is due to shortage in export during 
the year as compared with that of the previous year. 

136. In the year under report, the forest produce of the 

14 as. 74 p. share of the Lot No. 98 was taken in 

Fee Simple Lots. ^ 11^ 

Ijara as in the last year, through the Station Officer 
of the Amlighat Toll Station on behalf of the Government and the 
State. Forest produce from other Fee Simple Lots was exported 
w'ithout trouble between the Station Staff and the Lot-owners. 

137. During the year under review there were 122 Forest cases 

Foiesi Offences agRiust 337 pcFSons of which 95 cases .ngainst 

270 persons were instituted during the year, while 
27 cases against 67 persons were pending from the previous year. The 
offences were mainly for illicit export of forest produce without permits 
and without payment of duty. The robbery case noticed in the last 
year’s report terminated in the conviction of the accused in the 
Sessions Court. 

138. Altogether 138 persons in 72 oases were convicted, 

Resuhi whom 9 were sentenced to imprisonment and 129 

were punished with fine only. 87 persons in 22 cases 
were acquitted, 3 cases against 8 persons were compounded and 25 cases 
against 104 persons rerrained pending at the close of the year. 

139. In the year no reward was awarded. One Ranger was

141. Some difficulties were still experienced in connection with

the drift logs belonging to the State and the check exercised by the 
Assam Forest Department on State forest produce in transit. Corres- 
pondence on the subject was in progress between ihe^State and the 
Assam Government. An early settlement of the matt^ is. expected. 
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IV. Trade and Manufacture- 


142. The principal exports were timber, forest produce of 
'vanous kinds, cotton, oilseeds, (/// and mustard seed) paddy, jute, rice 
and Gur (molassess). A small quantity of tea and some homespun 
cotton fabrics manufactured by the hill people, specially the Manipuries, 
were also exported. The principal exports for the year under review

146. The expenditure under Public Works was Rs. 2,81,015 
against Rs. 2,33,711 in the previous year. Of thia

Roads and Biidges, Rs. 9,271 on Water Supply and Rs. 5,844 on 
Miscellaneous Works. 

147. The BishalgarJi-Udaypur Road was completed during the 
year under report, but the Stone metalling of the D. B. Portion of the 
Agartala-Akhaura Road could not be finished for want of stones whidi 
the A. B. Railway had undertaken to supply but failed to do so.

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154. It will be seen tbat the total receipts from all sources 

Ucaei including deposits and law charges recovered, 

amounted to Rs. 34(01,387 against Rs. 31,22,017 in 
the previous year. The above figure includes a deposit of Rs. 3,60,000 
from Their Highpesses the Maharanees, for which an equivalent amount 
was subsequently held in the Central Bank as fisted deposit. With 
the opening balance of Rs. 9^88,270^ the total sum available for 
expenditure excluding the deposit money of the Maharanees, was 
Rs. 41,29,857 as against Rs. 40,63,200 in the preceding year. 

155. The total expenditure during the year amounted to 
Rs. 39,70,221 against Rs. 30,74,930 in the previous 
year, the decrease being mainly due to absence of 

certain abnormal items of expenditure, which had to be incurred in the 
previous year in connection with the marriages id the Raj family and 
the purchase of properties. The closing balance at the end of the year 
came up to Rs. 14,19,636 against Rs. 9,88,270. Of this balance 
Rs, 6,31,238 was in cash in the Treasuries, Rs. 4,28,744 in the Imperial 
Bank and Rs. 3,59,654 in loans and advances. 

156. Jt will be seen i^at even wirti the adjustment during the 
year of a sum of Rs. 29,862 on account of old advances, the balance 
for loans and advances increased by Rs. 24,659 which was due to certain 
current advances remaining unadjusted during the year and also to the 
investment of Rs. 20,000 in the Comilia Raj Central Bank. 

157. The noticeable variatioits in expenditure are explained 
below 1— 


i. Administration Charges : — 

State — The non-payment of leave salary as well as leave and 
pension contribution of the Vice-President, who Was absent on leave for 
five months during tlie year, mainly contributed to the decrease under 
this head. 

Zemindaries— ‘The increase under cost of management was due 
to usual time scale increments, reward for improved collection, and 
creation of new posts. The institution of a smaller number of rent 
suits accounted for the decrease under the cost of litigation. 

ii. Public Works ; — 

The iiKrease was due to larger payments made on several 
expensive Road and Building works in the State and the Zemindaries. 

iii. Municipality 1 — 

A special grant made to the Agartala Municipality for the 
prevention of Epidemic diseases increased the expenditure under this 
head. * 

iv. RmiCAtiON 

The increase in the State was mainly due to the estKblisbmeut' 
of a Kumar Boarding at Camilla and also to certain unusual payments 
made for the educational expenaes two Kumars at Raipur.

163. The out-door attendance (new -fold) totalled 1,67,383 as 
against 1,82,01,6 in the preceding year — the daily 
average being 458*51 against 497*10. 
ilsit. Inclusive of the previous year’s balance of 13, the total 
in-patients numbered 427 as against 423 of the prece- 
indoor aueDdtc|iii^. year. Of them, 272 Were discharged curcd, 119 

were relieved or discharged otherwise, 21 died and 15 remained under 
treatment at the clo^( of the year. 

165. Altogetbei*'’'' 1,173 operations including 29 major cases were 
performed as against 1,086 and 16 respectively of 
the prevlolis year. 

166. The total nnmber new out-patients treated was 11,833 
as against i2,o68'’1n the preceding year— the daily 
average (new + old) being 56*40 against 59*61. The 

number of in-patients was 400 against 382. Of them, 249 were cured, 
115 were either relieved or otherwise discharged, 21 died and 15 
remained under treatment at the end of the year. The daily average ' 
was 15-58 against 15*15. Rs. 9,337 was expended on this institution 
during the year under review against Rs. 8,769-7-3— the small increase 
being due to the grade increments of pay. 

167. Altogether 1 79 *Police cases were attended to during the* 
year including 17 Postmortem cases as against 165 apd 
17 respectively in the previous year. 

168. As before,, two 'Kavirajes both posted at the Capital Town, ' 

treated /p patients amongst themselves, during the 
year under review as against 45 in the preceding year.

Ks. 4,862 was spent in this Department against 5,458'i5— the decrease 
being attributed to the absence of the State Homceop&th on sick leave 
lor some months. • 

170. 7,423 Vaccine operations were successful out of a total of 
v«ccii»ition«. 9|009 as against 6, 1 1 5 and 6,889 respectively of the 

' previous year. The permanent Smallpox Doctor 

assisted by two ‘Inspectors inspected the work of the vaccinators, 
r he total expense on this account stood at Rs. 1,236-1 1>3 against 
Rs. 1,168-12-9 in the year before. 

17 1. Cholera broke out in a few places making atoll of about 
a hundred. Small-pox appeared in rather severe 
form in some parts in the interior, specially amongst 

the hill tribes who had hitherto been averse to vaccination and 
revaccination. So far as could be ascertained, there were 98 deaths 
out of 537 attacks. The epidemic had the effect of inducing the 
affected tribes to submit to the vaccination in blocks. The Small-pox 
doctors treated 346 cases of whom 272 were cured. 

172. In addition to the permanent Doctor specially appointed 
for the treatment of such cases at the Capital, another 
Doctor had to be temporarily appointed for the 

neighbouring places. 233 patients were treated during the year under 
review against 395 in the preceding year. Of them 134 were cured, 
79 left treatment, 3 died and 17 remained under treatment at the close 
of the year. In the Moffussil Dispensaiies 118 cases were treated in all. 
The total expenditure on this acfount amounted to Rs. 1,032-14-6 as 
against Rs. 823-13-9 in the pievioiis year. 

173. The insanitary condition of the Capital Town necessi- 
tated the expenditure of Rs. 4,998 for clearing 
the jungles throughout and keeping the drains in 

good order. This expenditure was fully justified by the fact that bpth 
Kala-azar and Malaria went down to an appreciable extent during 
the year. 

174. Dr. M. M. Majumdar, L. M. s., was the Chief Medical Ofilicer 
and Dr. S. K. Dutt, l. m s., his Assistant. Besides, 
a staff of subordinate medical men, a Lady Doctor 

and several Mid-wive? were retained on their respective duties. 

175. Dr. M. M. Majumder toured out for 14 days and inspected 
5 dispensaries. Dr. S. K. Dutt was also out on 
tour for 4 days inspecting 2 dispensaries. 

176. The total expenditure incurred • in the Medical Department 
in the year under review amounted to Rs. 70,278 
as against Rs. 66,963 in the preceding year.

179. In the year under review there were 5 High English 
H E s hooii Schools in the State — the Umakanta Academy at 

Agartala, the Radhakishore Institution at Kailasahar, 
the Brajendrakishore Institution at Bilania, the Birbikram Institution 
at Dharmanagar and the High School at Sonamura.

year accommodating ten hill boys, all of whom got admitted to the 
School. The boys received free boarding and lodging having a Superin- 
tendent Tutor to look after their studies as well as the bo^'ding 
management. This Institution received encouraging support Trom 
leading head men of Tippera villages. 

200. There was also another Tippera Boarding House attached 
to Khowai M. E. School which also received due attention of the 
Department. The local hill people enthusiastically collected funds 
to provide this Institution with a permanent house.

32 days. Dr. W. A. Jenkins, D. sc., 1. c. s., Inspector of Schools, 
Chittagong Division, also visited all the State H. E. Schools oir behalf 
of the Calcutta tlniversity. He was favourably impressed with the 
general condition of the State Institutions. The Council of Admini- 
stration takes this opportunity to record its appreciation of the valuable 
suggestions made by him for further improvement.. 

203. In the year under review the inspection work of the hill 
schools Suffered a great deal owing to the death of the Sub- Inspector 
of hill schools. Another Sub-Inspector of hill schools conversant with 
bill language was, however, appointed in the latter part of the year.
